Palm Beach County in the next 
12 months is going to lay out 
nearly à cool half million dollars 
for the suppoxt of the 'aged, the 
needy and.children from inade- 
quate homes, according to the 
board of commissioners. 

Many of those aged and needy 
admittedly-were until very 
ly resídents of 
Florida. E 

Scores of those 
records indicate, are offspring of 
irresponsible husbands and wives 
who hardly waited until they could 
rent an apartment before casting 
aside. any pretense of attempting 
to support a family. 

It begins to look, informed sour- 
ces say, as if the stable resident 
who is willing to earn his way is 
also going tó pay the freight to 
give a merry ride to a segment of 
the population which believes the 
country.owes it a living and Palm 
Beach County is as good a place as 
anywhere else to start collecting. 

Tripled In 10 Years 

This viewpoint is supported bya 
comparison of the welfare appro- 
priation in the county budget for 
ten years ago and today. Ten years 
ag it cost the county $132,471 for i 
welfare -work.’In the “next 12 
mofths the county expects to 
spend $448,220, as stipulated in the 
recently adopted budget. y. 

All of this, of course, is aside 
from the so-called aid or assist- 
ance extended by other agencies, 
such as the Community Chest, the 
Salvation Army, the Red Cross and 
a score of other unofficial groups 
largely sponsored by well meaning 
citizens. on 

And all of it is à matter of rec- 
ord which any taxpayer can check. 

The welfare load is constantly in- 
creasing, county officials admit, 
and like the average citizen, they 
have no idea where it is going to 
stop.

This.reporter set out to see if he 
could find someth resembling an 
answer. He talked at length with 
members of the County Commis- 
sion, studiéd present and past 
budgets, listened to explanations, 
analyses and deductions. Some of 
the information is particularly in- 
teresting, 

Prosperity Adds To Burden 

For example, County Commis- 
sion Chairnian Lake Lytal. said 
that in one respect, prosperity 
adds to the burden of the county. 
When times are bad, young fami- 
lies take in aged members of their 
group in order to have access to 
the small pensions received by 
the older persons. When times 
are good, they don't need the mon- 
ey. They send the aged person out 
on his own. 

The aged person, of course, con- 
tinues to receive à pension. In 
most cases it rangés up to $50.

"Seven hundred million dollars is 
a lot of money for any state to 
have dumped into. its lap, and 
| Florida, tied for second place with 
California ín the national scramble 
for tourist dollars, is indeed in an 
enviable postiion. 

We. should watch our step and 
Se? to it that nothing is done that 
will curtail this lucrative business 
and every eff&t should be made to 
provide facilities that will hold and 
expand tourist business. 

Unfortunately, many - citizens 
fail to appreciate what these tour- 
ist dollars mean to us and cannot 
visualize the serious situation we 
would be in without them. Some 
folks look on tourists as nuisances, 
they take up parking Spaces, cause 
prices to rise, fill hotels, tourist 
courts and restaurants and gener- 
ally annoy the year round resident. 

You hear folks say, “Oh, tourists 
are all right for the folks who 
cater to them, but they don't help 
my business, etc." If the taxpayer 
who reasons like that were to sub- 
denly have the tax money cut off 
that tourists are now paying and 
was called upon to pay the differ- 
ence from his own pocket you 
would hear a howl that would be 
ear-splitting. 

And that brings on more statis- 
tics. In a breakdown of state in- 
come, published recently in the 
Tampa Morning Tribune, we learn 
that motorists paid $42,800,000 to 
the state in the form of gasoline 
taxes and .another $16,000,000 in 
license tag costs—a total of $58, 
800,000 paid by one class of tax- 
Payers. Liquor drinkers paid $21,- 
400,000 and cigarette smokers $12,- 
300,000, while race track followers 
contributed another $12,200,000 to 
the state jackpot. All other type of 
taxpayers paid in only $12,200,000. 

So if you will mull those figures 
around in your mind for a little bit 
you will realize where we would be 
if all the tax revenue we receive 
from tourists for gasoline, cigaret- 
tes, liquor and racing were cur- 
tailed. We really nick them plenty 
and wkat they pay represents just 
that much that you and I as tax- 
payers are not paying now' bu: 
would have to pay if it were not 
for our annual visitors. 

The motorist in this state is pay- 
ing far more than his'share of the 
load and the money he pays should 
rightfully go toward the building 
and maintenance of highways and 
bridges. Too much of it is now be- 
ing diverted to other purposes, and 
if we do not watch our step the 
day will come when we will find 
ourselves with a worn-out and di- 
lapidated road system’ with -r:o 
money to rebuild it. When that 
happens it will be “good bye” toa 
large percentage of our profitable 
dnd income-producing tourist busi- 
ness, so it is something to think 
about. 5 . 

Another thing we must be caie- 
ful about is increasing the tax 
burden on tourists. If we deliber- 
ately highjack them with taxes 
they will drift away from us favor- 
ing other areas that treat them 
more kindly.

Ever been faced with some prob- 
lem that had you all tied up ia 
knots mentally and physically?

A tle of liquor may blot out 
the anguish for a time, but until 
the deep rooted problem is solv- 
ed and the mind is freed of its 
burden the unfortunate  worriec 
may become a physical wreck. 

How many times the expression 
"Don't worry," has been-used, no 
one knows. It's as common, as ex- 
|pression as “How you doit?” or 
“T'll be seein’ you," and means just 
about as much to the recipient. All 
[the world is ready with a back 
slap and admonition, “Don’t wot- 
ry,” but up until a short time ago 


nobody could actually tell you how. 


to perform the feat. : 

Then along came my friend Date 
Carnegie, the chap who taught us 
“How to Win Friends and Influ- 
ence People,” with a text book en- 


titled, “How to Stop Worrying’ and 
‘Start Living.” ^^. 
Receiving an autographed copy 
from, the author, I've been reading 
it in my spare time and find that 
while most of the information it 
contains is already known and has 


been told to us over and over again 
by thinkers and philosophers sinca 


the beginning of time, it took Dale 
Carnegie to assemble it in a text 
book that actually permits a per- 


son to put such sound advice into 
practice. 
As we have been told again 


and again, most of the things we 
worry about never happen, and to 


impress this fact upon his readers, 
Dale gives numerous illustrations 
of people who have worried them- 
selves deathly ill over just such a 


situation. Unlike most books it 


does not content itself with gener- 


alities. In citing such cases, Dale 


has been particular to give the 


person's name and address, point- 
ing out this or that person and his 


or her actual experience with 


names, dates and addresses that 


can be checked and verified. 
Millions of people worry over 

something that has already hap- 

pened, a situation they are power- 


less to change. Carnegie tells how 


& college professor impressed this 
fact on his class one day by plate 
ing a bottle of milk on his desk, 
then quitely going about his teach- 
ing of a subject that apparently 
had nothing whatever to do witn 
milk. Then suddenly and without 
warning he reached over and with 
one blow knocked the bottle from 
the desk. It crashed on the floor, 
milk running down the aisle. Ig- 
noring the mess he continued with 
the lesson as though nothing had 
happened. Then he explained that 
his purpos» was to impress them 
with the fact that it is useless to 
"cry over spilled milk." You can 
pick up the píeces of broken glass. 
mop up the floor, but you can't do 
anything about the milk. It is 
doubtful if a single member of that 
class can remember what the sub- 
ject'was they were studying tha: 
day, but no doubt everyone stit 
remembers the lesson they learned 
from that broken milk bottle. Alt 
of them, even as you. and I, had 


keard thé expresion, "Don't cry 
Over spilled milk" many, many 

Imes, but it took the violent ac- 

on of the deliberate smashing of 
the milk bottle to. impré$s its 
meaning on their minds, 

‘A lot of other folks turn to tne 
future for thelr worries, whica 
Dale tells us. is as silly and un- 
Profitable as turning to the past. 
To illustrate this he digs up the 
time honored admonition, “Don't 
cross your bridges until you come 
to them.” 

He tells us that it isn't good 
Sense to worry about either the 
past or the future. Our only con- 
cern should be today, the present, 
as that is the only period of time 
we are able to use effectively: He 
advises us tq block off both the 
past and the future and make the 
most of today. "

worry. Dale explained that tke 
mind can be occupied with’ one 
thing at a time. If you give it 
work to do and keep it occupied 
with constructive thoughts it can- 
not be invaded by worry. To im- 
prove his point he asked the reader 
to try and think of two things at 
once; for example, a woman fill- 
ing a thermos jug and a man 
drinking a bottle of Coke. Try it 
yourself and see if $ou can do it. 
You:can think of and visualize 
either one but not both at the 
same time.

An Extra 10 Days 


TALLAHASSEE- The U. S. De- 
partment of Interior tacked an 
additional 10 days/to Florida's 
duck hunting season but shortened 
the dove shoot by 15 days, Cole- 
man Newman, State Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission di- 
rector, announced this week. 

Federal migratory fowl regula- 
tions also disclose that bag limits 
are the same as last year except 
two Canada geese can be taken 
each day instead of one. Hunting 
will be permitted every day during 
the season. 

The duck, goose and coot season 
will end from Nov. 29 to Jan. 7. 
They ‘may be shot from one-half 
hour before sunrise to one hour 
before sunset: On opening. day, 
waterfowl’ and coot may not be 
hunted prior to.12 o'clock noor. 

Mourning dove shooting dates 
are from Dec. 17 to Jan. 15. Dade, 
Broward and Monroe Counties, in 
the Fourth District, will be con- 
fined to a season beginning Oct. 1 
and continuing to Oct. 30. Shoot- 
ing hours will be from 12 o'clock 
noon until sunset. 


The marsh hen season was st 
for Oct. 1 to Nov. 30. 
Daily bag limits of migratory 


birds are: ducks, geese, 2; 
coots, 15; doves, 10; and marsh 
hens, 15. Possession is limited to a 
two-day bag limit on ducks while 
the rest have a one day bag posses- 
sion limit, 

The State Game Commission 
may shorten the Federal hunting 
season on migratory birds but 
cannot increase it, Newman said.
